The Constitution in a Changing World 


(Maplewood Prize Essay) 
By Betty Secunda 


HEN our Constitution was drawn up in 1787, the political philosophy of the time 
was based upon the Utopian theory that if the right kind of government could be 
attained, it would be ideal for all time. Society was looked upon as statie or unchanging. 
At that time the United $ an agricultural nation, while today it is 
highly industrialized. "Today we know that society 


ates was almost entire 


is dynamic, and that governments 
must be constantly adapted to meet different conditions. 

One method by which our Constitution can be made to conform to the mercurial 
times is by amendment. But ours is the most difficult to amend of all modern constitu- 


tions. This can be more easily realized when we consider that forty-three years elapsed 
between the adoption of the Fifteenth and Sixteenth Amendments, although during this 
entire period many amendments were proposed in every Congress. Because of this great 
difficulty, it has been necessary to change our Constitution by means of custom and 
through interpretation by the Supreme Court. 

Our Constitution may be amended in four different ways, but only the first method 
has ever been used. This first method states that an amendment may be proposed by a 
two-thirds vote of each house of Congress and ratified by the state legislatures of three- 
fourths of the states. The first ten amendments, called the Bill of Rights, were adopted 
by Congre 


and ratified by the states by November, 1791. They provide for religious 
freedom; free speech; a free press; the right of peaceable assembly and petition for 
redress of grievances; the right of the people to keep and bear arms; no quartering of 


soldiers in private houses; no searches of houses without search warrants; due process of 


law in civil and eriminal case 


the right of trial by jury: all rights not specifically granted 
to the national government to be retained by the states. 

Eleven additional amendments have been passed in the hundred and fifty-five 
that have elapsed. These forbid suits in federal courts by citizens of a state or a foreign 


country against a state; revise the method of electing President and Vice-President: 
abolish slavery, and make the Negroes citizens and voters: legalize a national income tax, 
the direct election of senators, and woman suffrage. The eighteenth and twenty-first 
amendments, respectively, legaliz 

Because of the difficulty of amending our Constitution, the Supreme Court has wisely

interpreted the powers of Congress so that our government could be changed to meet the 
demands of a rapidly growing country. With the wonderful growth of our commerce, the 
Supreme Court has, as the need was shown, extended the power of the federal government 
over interstate commerce on land and water. It has interpreted the power to establish 
post-offices and post-roads to include the parcels post and postal savings banks. It has 
prohibited interstate lotteries and the sale of impure foods. By its interpretation of the 
powers of Congress, it has made possible the Federal Reserve Banking System. It has 
upheld the power of Congress to pass laws requiring safety appliances to protect workers 
It has declared constitutional the right of Congress 
and state and city governments to fix the wages of laborers and hours of labor. Tt has 
upheld the constitutionality of employers’ liability acts. By its wise interpretations of

the Constitution, the Supreme Court has made possible the adaptation of our government 
to meet the needs of the time. 


There is still another method by means of which the Constitution was made flexible 
and interests of the American people. Besides vest-

powers which would enable it to cope with problems of the coming times. Congress w 
authorized to raise and appropriate money for the general welfare of the United States. 
It also authorized Congress to make all laws necessary and proper for carrying into effect. 
its specific powers, and all other powers vested by the Constitution in the government of 
the United States or any department or officer thereof. 

In accordance with changing conditions, Congress has the task of passing suitable 
laws. It is a much disputed question whether or not the men who drew up our Constitu- 
tion intended the Supreme Court to have the power to pass upon the constitutionality of 
these acts of Congress. Thomas Jefferson pointed out that, if the Supreme Court assumed 
this power, it would then become the dominating factor in the government, and that this 
was contrary to the theory of equal and independent departments of government. Our 
Constitution, a wonderfully progressive document in the days when it was written, has 
come to be looked upon with superstitious awe as the last word in constitutions. However, 
other governments, formed since the days of our Constitutional Convention, have entirely 
discarded the idea of a rigid constitution, superior to the legislature made up of the repre- 
sentatives of the people. If the American people were to draw up a new constitution, per- 
haps it would follow these prevailing standards by which the legislative branch is made 
the supreme power in the government.

There are many people who bitterly oppose as un-American any criticism of our Su- 
preme Court or the Constitution. They forget that knowledge of the merits and defects 
of our institutions is power to refute the insidious propaganda of those who would destroy 
American institutions. 

Our Constitution has its defects along with its merits. But the people of the United 
States live under this Constitution still. It has weathered the storms of a century and a 
half, and was never seriously shaken except by the Civil War, which for a brief time split 
the nation into two warring camps. It has proved to be elastie enough to accommodate 


itself to our growth from a seaboard nation of four million, to a continental people of one 


hundred twenty-five million, with territories touching three oceans. It has accommodated 
itself to the amazing development of the machine age, to open strife between the employ- 


ing class and the employed, to the globe-shaking shock of a world war, to the a: 


assin's 
bullet and a world-wide depression that closed all our banks and seemed to drive us into 
absolute bankruptey and anarchy. It has kept us steady while dynasties toppled and fell, 
while autocrats flourished and soviets developed, and in an hour when dictators stalked 
formidably over much of the earth.

Interpretation of the Constitution 
(American Legion Prize Essay) 
By Robert Heidel 


HE men who chose the words of the Constitution in 1787 were frugal indeed with

According to the Constitution, the judicial power of the Supreme Court shall extend 
to all cases in law and equity arising under this document. This means that it is the duty 
of the Court to settle those clauses which may have varied meanings, in order to settle the 
cases which may arise under them. As to this duty of deciding the meanings of certain 
clauses, Charles Evans Hughes once observed, “We are under a Constitution, but the 
Constitution is what the judges say it is.” Felix Frankfurter put it even more concisely 
by stating, "The Supreme Court is the Constitution.” The reason that the Constitution 
is still adequate to the nation’s need today is chiefly that the Supreme Court has treated 
il not as the paralyzing hand of the dead, but as a body of living principles. It has kept 
the Constitution modern by modernizing its methods of Constitutional interpretation 
forty years as a result of a philosophy which was championed by Holmes 


i 


during the | 
and Brandeis in their judicial decisions. 

In order to understand better what this modern method of interpretation is, it is well 
to know something of the older way. This old method was dogmatic and mechanical. 
The accepted theory was that the courts never "make" law, but merely apply unis 
and unchangeable principles of law which presumably were sufficient to decice any 
This is what a German writer once said was “the theory of the judicial slot machine.” 
Court was like a machine. All one had to do was to put the facts of a case in a slot on top 
and draw out the correct decision below. This was the case because the justices used the 
came guides for almost all of their interpretaton. These old methods are still used in 


many cases even though newer ideas are employed. 

What are some of the guides the Supreme Court uses in this old method of interpreta- 
tion? One help that the Court uses is Webster's Dictionary, but the enlightenment to be 
attained by using that book is limited, so the Court uses more important ways which are 
sanctioned by high authority and long usage. ] 

One of the controlling doctrines of interpretation recommended by custom is the 
theory that the intention of those who made the Constitution should govern. No other 
assumption seems more rational and inevitable. As Chief Justice Marshall said, “The 
people have an original right to establish, for their future government, such principles as, 
in their opinion, shall most conduce to their own happiness.” This, he say 
which the whole American government has been created. The under-ly' 
argument is that it is the original and supreme will of the people which is to be discovered 
and given effect in interpreting the Constitution. 

In order to find what the will of the American people was, the intentions of the drafts- 
men of the Constitution, of the members of the state conventions which ratified it, and of 


ng theory of his 


the voters who elected the delegates to the conventions must be found. However, in their 
efforts to find the intentions of the makers of the Constitution, the judges of the Supreme 
Court have generally limited their inquiries to the aims of the men who drafted it in Phil- 
adelphia. But how are the j 
kept of the debates in the convention, and our information as to what was said is limited 
to notes taken by James Madison. On none of the clauses did all the members speak; on 
few, if any, did a majority speak. Therefore, in many cases, it is impossible to discover the 
intention of the Constitutional Convention. Besidi after the Convention, some of its 
members differed on various parts. Some people, however, still talk about the intentions 
of the framers by citing letters or speeches of theirs. Undoubtedly some light is thrown on 
the meaning of the Constitution by studying these writings and speeches, but the inten- 
tions of all the framers on points which can have more than one meaning often cannot be 
discovered. 

As to the will of all the men who ratified the Constitution, no one can ever tell. Of 
these hundreds of men only the speeches of some of them are to be found, and in these the 
questionable topies are never fully agreed upon. 

When the intentions of the people are sought, the quest is found to be hopeless. Of 
the citizens who elected delegates to ratifying conventions, very few had even read the 
Constitution. 

The justices also followed precedents which in constitutional cas 
tion of its adaptability to changing conditions. Judges of the old school gave precedent an 
almost religious devotion. However, an earlier decision in the same kind of case should not 
be binding if the social and economie environment has changed. The Court can depart 
without apology now from a rule based on a condition which no longer exists. These 
so-called newer methods have always been in use by others than the Supreme Court, but 
only now are they being used there extensively. 

It is the duty of the Congress, also, to interpret the Constitution. With reference to 
many matters which do not get into cases in federal courts, Congress makes its own ex- 
planations of the Constitution and establishes precedents of great weight. Thousands of 
government acts that have never been brought before the courts present interpretations 
of the Constitution. 

The President also, by his decrees, orders, and acts gives meaning to the Constitution. 
The Presidents have all made precedents for which the Constitution does not make provi- 
sion; for example, the appointing of a Cabinet or the sending of armed forces out of the 
country. These actions are an important interpretation of the President's powers, and it 
is not likely that they will be challenged by the Supreme Court. 

Even political parties interpret the Constitution by the majority party's proposing 
of the Speaker of the House and by its setting up Congressional committees which are 
dominated by the majority party. Nothing is even mentioned of committees in the 
Constitution. 

When men now seek to discover what can or cannot be done under the Constitution, 
they do not confine their studies to the words and purposes of the men who made and 
ratified it, to history, to the Bible, or to preceding judicial decisions. Among the mental 
processes useful in interpreting the Constitution the most commonly used, especially in the 
Supreme Court, is “logical reasoning." However, this is only one way of discovering the 
truth. Two men, using it, might still come to two different conclusions. Some justices 
refer to the "spirit" of the Constitution, but neither is this always conclusive. These two 
methods are the reasons why there is so much dissension among the present justices of the 
Supreme Court, With these new ways the judges show much more independence and

courage then they formerly did. "The Supreme Court has been able to modernize the 
Constitution because it has modernized its ways of making decisions and its ways of in- 
terpreting the Constitution. This change in method permits the Supreme Court to adjust 
the basie principles of our constitutional system to the shifting demands of our national 
life. 


The framers of the Constitution certainly meant that Constitution to be permanent, 
and not to be superseded by а new instrument framed to meet new circumstances. The 
provision for amendments supports this thought. Neither did they imagine that it was to 
be so strictly interpreted that amendments and revisions would be needed to keep the 
government running smoothly. The Constitution is to endure for ages and is to be re- 
garded as adaptable to the various crises of human affairs, for adaptability is a necessary 
requirement of permanence. Only by the proper methods of interpretation can the 
Supreme Court insure the long life of our Constitution.
